Sugar and gum arabic are likewise 
brothers of the same weight aud: tex- 
ture, 

All the hydrocarbons, known to sct- 
ence as a combination of sixteen atoms 
of bydrogen and ten atoms of carbon, 
are alike in their composition, 
enumerate some—oil of orange, lemon, 
cloves, ginger and. black pepper, ._ 

The suggested explanation of these 
peculiarities is that the atoms are plac-
